NICOSIA (AP) - Iraqi 
warplaoesstiuAand destroyed an 
air defence network and a power 
plain m Thhiaa in the first such air 
attack oa the Iraoian c^iital in 
seven montiu, Bagdad Radio 
reported. 

, Other formations of Iraqi 
fighter bombers attacked militaiy 
targets in uordiwestein Iran closer 
to tile Iraqi border, tire radSo 
added. 

Iran’s official Islamic Republic 
News Agency (IRNA), 
mooitored in Nicosia, ooufixmed 
the air raid on the power statioo. 
siting it was located on the 
outfoirts of foe cwital. But h 
made uo mention of Iraq's repcM 
that the jets also destroyed 
surface-to-air missile bases. 

IRNA said the air raid on 
Tehran damaged foe power 
station, but cau^ uo cascades. 

It aim ackoowledgiBd that tiie 
cities of Merivan, Rabat and 
Mbsek, in foe Kurdistan provmoe, 
were hit. It said the attacks 
daimed ‘'dvilian casualties,” but 
gave DO figures. 

The Iraqi radio interrupted its 
regularpro^inmnig to announce 
thatfoelraqi fighter ttombeis flew 
500 kilometres to bomb Tdiran at 
230 pjn. 

It said foe Iraqi jets first struck 
at tiie missDe ba^, “reduch^ 
Tehran’s air defence system to 
nibble.” 

The warplanes then stnidc at 
foe power plant setting it ablaze, it 
added. 

The last Iraqi attack on Tehran 
was 7 when Iraqi planes 
raided Tehran's mala oil refinery 
of Siahr R^ May 7, settagooe ttf 
the storage tanks ablaze. Eleven 
people were lolled and 45 were 
wounded h that attack.

Berri orders unilateral ceasefire 
after Palestinians repel Amal 


BEIRUT (AP) — Lebatiese Amal 
miKrift leader Nabib Bern ordered 
a unilateral ceasefire around 
Palestinian refugee camps 
Saturday after Palestinian fightem 
beat back dgjht tank-led assaults 
by his Amal mifitia to overrun the 
devastated ShatiUa camp. 

Police 25 people were 
killed and 77 wound^ in the 
fiercest confrontation of the 
three-week war for control of 
refugee caoq>$ In Be^t and south 
Lebanon. 

Bern, who also is Lebanon’s 
justice minister, issued the 
ceasefire order from Damascus, 
Syria, where he has been 
attending meetings with Syrian, 
Lfityan and Iranian officiab who 
are tiying to med&te a lasting 
truce. 

A Staior aide at Betif s office in 
Beirut said the Shf he leader took 
this initiative to ‘*give the 
Palestinians a chance to 
recipiocate to Iranian peace 
efiMts.” - 

The ^K^tosman, ^leakmg on* 
condition of anonymity; said t^ 
miKtiamen held th^ file at 430 
pjn.

King meets Kennedy 


AMM.AN (J.T.) - His Majesty 
King Hussein on Saturday 
conferred with U.S. Senator 
Edu'ard Kennedy, who arrived 
here on a two-day visit on Friday. 

Sen. Kennedy, a Dcmocnii who 
becomes chairman of the Senate 
Armed Sen'iees Committee in 
Janu^. told reporters after foe 
meeting that his calks with the 
King were “veiy productive.” 

Earlier. Prime Minister Zaid 
Rjfai and Foreign Minister Taher 
Al Masri held separate meetings 
with Sen. Kennedy. No details 
were available on the meetings, 
which were reported by the 
Jordan News Agency. Petra. 

In a statement he issued upon 
arrival here on Friday. Mr. 
Kennedy praised U.S.-Jordanian 
relations. 

“The American people take 
pride in a long history of warm and 
friendly relations beiw’een Jordan 
and the United States,” the 
statement said. “And we have 
great respect for the leadership of 
King Hussein as a force for peace 
in the area. 

“1 have come to Jordan to talk 
to top officials of foe Government 
of'Jordan to Usien and to learn 
about ways in which our relations 
can be strengfoened and to find 
out how I. as a member of foe 
United States Senate, can assist in 
that process. I want to learn more 
about ways in which foe United 
States can promote peace in the 
regbn and bow tbe United States 
can best assist Jordan in its efforts 
to buQd a strong and vibrant 
economy for all its citizens. In that 


regard, 1 look forward to learning 
about the Jordanian government's 
initiative to provide economic 
assistance to the people of the 
West Bank and Gaza." 

.Ap quoted .Mr. Kennedy as 
saying on Friday that he had not 
softened his opposition to a major 
L'.S. arms sale to Jordan. 

The Mossachusens Democrat 
was one of the leading foes of a 
SI. 9-billion arms package for 
Jordan whidi foe administration 
of President Ronald Reagan was 
forced to withdraw early this year 
due to congressional opposition. 

Congress insisted that Jordan 
enter peace talks with Israel 
before receiving arms. 

In a hotel lobby interview, Mr. 
Kennedy told AP his stand on the 
issue had not changed, although 
he said he planned to discuss the 
matter in his talks here. 

Asked whether he was w'orried 
by* Soviet arms sales to Jordan and 
ofoercountries in foe region in foe 
wake of the American rebuff, he 
said. “1 think we ought to be 
working to get the Soviets to 
restrict their arms buildup here." 

Mr. Kennedy crossed over tbe 
East Bank earlier Friday. He is to 
conclude his Middle East tour in 
Egypt. 

He told AP be was “basically 
assessing the situation and 
implications for American policy 
in this part of the world.” 

Mr. Kennedy visiied Petra at 
the outset of his visit to Jordan.

Mr. Mehdi said the caller 
telephoned him at his west Beirut 
hotel at 11 p.m. (2100 GMT) 
Friday to say the tostages were 
"in good health and well taken 
care of." Mr. Mehdi refused to 
elaborate. 

There was no way of 
determining how the caller could 
claim to know about the condition 
of all 17 foreigners missing in 
Lebanon. Ihey reportedly are 
held by several diffmnt groups.

Arab journalists said Friday. 

The journalists, who qx>ke <» 
oonditbo of anof^miQ*, said 20 
Lebanese, Syrian, ^estinxan, 
Egyptian 'and Sudanese 
journalists have been sent out of 
the country in the last two months. 
But a source in Amman said the 
Qunfoer was closer to 40. 

Three deported journalists in 
Amman refused to talk. 
Journalists in Kuwait were not 
available for comrpent. 

A Kuwaiti Ministry of 
Information official declined 
immediate comment, saying the 
minister was unavaDdle. 

The last baid of six journalists 
left Kuwait on Nov. 26. They had 
been summoned by the authorities 
earlier in tibe month and told to 
leave the country within 20 days. 

Police escort^ them to the 
airport to make sure they left, 
i "When we checked with the 
information and interior 
ministries, we were told that the 
deciskm was taken for seorrhy 
reasons. But we believe it is 
connected with the media 
Kuwaitisation campaign,” one 
expelled journalist raid. 

Kuwaita majoroil producer on 
the nortii west coast of die GulL 
has five Arabic- language and two 
English-language daily 
newspapers as well as IS 
indq>CTdent weekly and monthly 
fnapzmes. 

An estimated 250 Arab 
journalists fiora several countries 
work for the Arabic-langu^ 
publications. The 
English-language newspapers 
employ a number of 
English-educated Indians and 
Pakistanis. 

Kuwaif s press has reflected the 
swelling tide of Islamic 
fmdamentalism that has followed 
the Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeinrs Shfite revolution in 
Iran. 

Kuwait’s oew^peis in recent 
ye^ have been a ln«ty forum for 
airing Arab issues and, desire 
government guidance and 
self-oensorsii^ on sensitive issues, 
earned a notation as poh^ the 
freest press in the Arab World. 

The suspension of the Kuwaiti 
pariiampnt last July was widdly 
criticised in the press, pronq^ting 
the government to su^)cnd a fsess 
law pending new legislation tiiat 
would make die medSa “more 
Kuwaiti." 

Newq»qxus were required to 
exercise self-censorsh^ at first, 
but DOW have official g^raineat 
censors in all newsrooms.

Israel reportedly tried to establish 
diplomatic relations with Sandinistas

ISRAEL has been trying sinoe 
1982 to restore diplomatic 
relations widi Nicaragua rather 
than supply arms or money to 
anti-govemnient rebels, Israeli 
officii say. 

At die same time, nonofficial 
Israeli analysts said die possibOi^ 
could not be excluded that 
defence and security officials, 
possibly working with private 
arms merchants, might have 
cooperated widi American agems- 
in assisting the idids, known as 
the contras. 

In a recent interview in Time 
magazine, U.S. President Ronald 
Reagan said that "another 
country," presumably Israel, had 
channelled money obtained from 
armssales to Iran into Swiss bank 
accounts for use by insurgent 


leaders. 

Israel has formally denied 
providing assistance to the forces 
opposing the Managua 
government. On the contrary, an 
official said, until last year it had 
offered various forms of 
development assistance to 
Nicaragua in an effort to persuade 
the Sandmista government to 
resume the diplomatic links that it 
broke in 1982, during the Israeli 
invasion of Letoon. 

An Israeli official said that 
Sandinista n^resentatives first 
showed interest but never 
followed through on Israel's, 
reported mitiatives toward the 
Nicaraguan government. The 
atteoqit is nowsaid to be dormant, 
though not for lack of Israeli 
interest. 

Israeli sources reported that, in 
addition to oftering economic aid. 


Israel also suggested to Nicaragua 
that the resumption of diplomatic 
ties would help the government 
gain ^nqjathy with as important 
sector of American opinion. 

Israel was said to have 
emphasised to .Sandinista officials 
thatitwasreframmg&om helping 
the contras, altiiou^ Nicar^na, 
by endorsing the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation and 
voting with the anti-Israeli bloc in 
the United Nations, was viewed as 
provoking Israel. 

Israeli policy in Latin America 
was explained as an atteoqit to 
further relations with all 
recognised governments in an 
area that policy-makers consider 
important. The policy is 
oonsideied a singular success for a 
nation that is boycotted 
diplomatically mudi of > the 
world — The New York Times.

Sri Lanka temporarily halts migration 
of workers to Lebanon and Jordan

AMMAN — Sri Lanka 
announced on SaturdrQr it was 
temporarily baltmg the miration 
of Sri Lankan woriters and 
servants to Jordan and Ldsaaon, 
acooid^ to an Associated Press 
(AP) di^tch from Colombo, Sri 
I.flnka. 

• The rq)OTt quoted chairman of 
the government’s foreign 
enployment bureau, Mr. 
Soysa, as attributing the 
suqienskm of worker migntioii to 
Lebanon to the ’’unsettl^ 
omufitbns in Aa* countiy.’' 

''As far as Jordan is concerned, 
we are not sure there are *«liah|f 
enployment agencies to diannai 
our workers to suitable 
enptoyment," Mr. Soysa said. He 
added tiiat a team was expected to 
visit Jordan soon in order to look 
into the oonditioos of Sri Tjmkan 
workers in the Kingdom. 

In Amman, Sri Lanka’s 
honorary consul Tawfiq Abu 
Khujeil said that he had brought 
the issue of Sri Lankan servants in 
Amman to the notice of the 


Cotombo government witii a view 
to take action against 
"unorganised and illegal 
procedures" for sending in 
migtant workers. 

*‘We have had numerous cases 
when servants who had betm 
biDi^t in were found to have 
been either mided about labour 
oondidoxts and p^ments or not 
subject to (borough medical 
checkups before leaving their 
homeland," Mr. Abu KhujeO told 
the Jordan Times. 

Most often,servants woridng in 
Amman arrange to b;^ in 
friends or relatives seeking job 
opportunities to the Middle EasL 
In many cases, the newcomers to 
'the market fiid the terms and 
wages of j(tos completely difiierent 
to what th^ had been told and 
anticipated, the consul said, 
adding that many of these 
'‘agents" demand that mon^ 
be paid in advance to secure work 
for tbe jeto seeker in Sri Lanka. 

To make things even woise, 
most of the woricets entering 
Jordan through "private 
arrangement^’ as epposed to 


thiDu^ a certified agency, have 
been found carrying 
communicable smop they 
are not subject to an;^ medical 
checkup. Those who fly in for jobs 
thioi^ a certified agency are 
usualfy clear of disease, Mr. 
Khuj^ noted. He said that some 
of the newcomers who disooveied 
job terms conpletely different to 
what th^ anne^ted became so 
ipse t, even to the point (tf hysteria 
or tiying to commit suicide. 

"In fact, we have already four 
Sri Lankan servants are 

waiting to be dqx>ned because we 
found out that they aifier from 
tuberculosis, a common in 
Sri Lanka," add^ Mr. Khujefl. 

According to statistics, Joidn 
ranks among the leading countries 
bringing in Sri Lankan servants as 
more than 14,000 labourers ate 
currently working in the 
Kingdom. 

An estimated 300,000 Sri 
T anirati woikets Sent homc S266 
miWinn last year, Sri Lanka’s 
second largest source of foreign 
exchange after tea exports,

Arab women still an untapped 
human talent, Queen Noor says 

First symposium on Arab women in public and 
political life opens at Yarmouk with Queen's speech 


AMMAN (J.T.) - Her Majesty 
Queen Noorsaid on Saturday Aat 
Ae role of Arab women in public 
life bears directly on the 
socio-economic context oi society 
and Aat p^chological, social and 
political changes were essential 
requirements to enable more 
women to achieve personal and 
professional fulfilment. 

The Queen's address was 
presented to Ae opening session 
of Ae fiist symposium oo the role 
of women in public and political 
life hi Ae Arab World, which 
opened at Yarmouk University in 
lAid. 

In Queen Noor’s address, 
delivered oo her behalf by Mrs. 
Ina’m Al Mufti, director general 
of the Noor Al Hussein 
Foundation, Ae Queen said that 
Ae fact Aat one Aiid of all 
Jordanians under Ae age of 25 are 
in sdiool and Aat more Aan half 
Ae universi^ students in Jordan 
are women, suggests Aat we 
should look inside our own 
communities, countries and 
nation to tap the human talent that 
has always been Ae catalyst and 
cornerstone of national 
development. 

In herspeeefa. Queen Noor also 
said that Arab women are an 
under-utilised factor in the social 
and economic development 
process, adding that it would be a 
national catastrophe and Aame if 
the educated Arab women were to 
become Ae silent victim of 
changed economic circumstances 
in Ae Arab World. During Ae 
accelerated growA and high 
inflation yearn between 1974 and 
1983, Jordan’s social structure 
encouraged women to work 
because Ae fanuly often needed 
Ae additional income Aat a 
woAing daughteror moAercouId 
bring in, the speech noted. 

Now that slower economic 
growA has lowered inflation rates 
and increased unemployemeni, 
will social pressures and 
traditional male prerogatives 
fproe our educated young women 
to forego the professional 
opportunities that many of Aem 
had looked forward to during Aeir 
long years of study? it asked. 

' ' Cmr particnlaT challenge in Ae 
Arab.Woffo is more complex Aan 
simply to offer men and women 
equal o^iortunides of education. 
ef(q>royment. advancement and 
social benefits. It is the challenge 
of fusing the oontemporaiy quest 
for equality of opportunity wiA 


the powerful instincts of an 
ancient social heritage that has 
traditionally defined a woman's 
pubUc role in a highly restricted 
manner, in favour (rf her domestic 
role as wife and moAcr. While it is 
clear Aat an educated woman's 
domestic role contributes 
substantively to the human 
developmentorherfamilyand Ae 
socio-economic development of 
her community, it is important 
now Aat Ae A^ World matches 
its emphasis on education wiA an 
equal emphasis on the manner in 
whiA all its men and women can 
make use of their education and 
talents.'’ the speech continued. 

At Ae outset of Ae session. 
Yarmouk Unreersity President 
Mohammad Hamdan undeAned 
the importance of Ae symposium 
and sakLAat women have Irecome 
an essential element in social, 
political and economic 
development m ihe Arab World. 
He expressed hope that the forum 
would serw as an arena for useful 
discussions on promoting the role 
of women in Arab life. 

A representative of the United 
Nations Educational, Scientific 
and Cultural Organisation 
( UNESCO) made a speech to the 
session outlining the 
organisation's endeavours and 
programmes m the social sciences 
for Ae advancement of women. 

The representative pouted out 
Aat UNESCO works closely wiA 
social scientists, national and 
regional instinites and universities 
as well as with scientific 
non-governmental organisations 
and other non-govemmental 
associations in carrying out 
research on priority themes, 
identified by countries of different 
regions and approved by the 
General Conference of 
UNESCO. One of the areas of 
study Aat has been investigated 
by scholars u selected countries of 
L^tin America, Europe and Asia 
has been the theme of Ae various 
w^ays and means by which women 
participate in public Ufe, he said. 
Studies were likewise 
commissioned from specialists 
from Sudan, Algeria and Egypt, 
and a study on women in private 
and pubUc law prepared for 
UNESCO by the Union of Arab 
Lawyers. 

The repiesemative noted Aat 
thu is Ae second meeting of social 
scientists concerning social 
sciences research on women 


convened by UNESCO u the 
Arab region. The UNESCO 
experts meeting on 
"multidisciplinary research on 
women m Ae .Arab World’’ in 
Tunisia of May 1982 assessed Ae 
state of social sciences research on 
women in the region and 
examined issues of theory and 
methodology, as well us research 
priorities for Arab states 
countries. He went on to sa> that 
since 1982. there has been a 
gK)wA of concern and research 
undertaken by local researchers 
on their societies, and women's 
economic and social situation. 

The UNESCO repiesentaiive 
said that public participation 
mcludes various areas of concern 
including the ways and means by 
whiA women organise themselves 
and contribute to economic, social 
and political life at local levels not 
only in formal but also in informal 
ways. He also said Aat public 
participation lAewise mean< 
women's participation in the 
salaried labour force and in 
various aspects of professional life 
and that Ac symposium would be 
interested to look at the effects of 
social and economic changes m 
Ac regioD.mciudmgthe impact of 
the discovery of oil and of the oil 
economy on Ae region, for both 
oil-producing countries and Aose 
exponmg labour. VS'hat are Ae 
relationships of women's 
panicipation in the formal labour 
force wiA labour migration or Ae 
use of a substantial expatriate 
labour force? What is Ae value 
attributed to the various forms of 
women's economic panicipation 
in different countries of Ae 
region? he asked. 

The representative said one of 
the final results of Ais meeting wiD 
be to identify priority issues for 
future research on women's public 
participatioa in the Arab region, 
and to elaborate a framework for 
research Aat may be undertaken 
m several countries of the region 
during 1987. 

The four-day symposium, 
organised by Yarmouk Univcisity 
in cooperation wiA UbNESCO, is 
being attended by delegates from 
10 Arab countries and will handle 
Studies in social sciences, Ae 
aspects of women's participatk>n 
in social Iife,Aange$ affecting Ae 
labour maiket and economic and 
social developments in Ac Arab 
World. 


urges Arab leaders to rise above differences

'’\^x1d nations are continuing 
to exert efforts for readiing a 
formula on cooperation m cultural 
and economic fields, and suA 
cooperation has beopme essential 
for achieving progress and 
pro^riiy. The Arab countries, 
which have co mmo n histoiy and 
culture, also have a co mmo n 
ground for launching such 
constructive cooperation. For this 
reason, it was not Strang for the 
Arabs to establish Ae Arab 
T ftagiift as a r^iooal organisation 
whiA reflects harmony between 
Aeir countries. 

"The Arab League is an 
organisation which was 
established long before AeNorA 
Atlantic Trea^ Organisation 
(NATO), the Warsaw Pact and 
the Eun^ean Gominunity and the 
Organisation of African Unity, 
but Miat has become of Ae Ax^ 
League, and what is the Arab 
World like today? 

"The answer is known to us and 
to aU peoples of the worid. A 
quick look at the most recent 
events and developments is 
sufficient to open our eyes to Ae 
painful facts. 

"When the American-Israeli 
arms deal wiA Iran surfaced last 
monA we heard a justification 
from lire American administration 
which said Aat WaAm^ton 
considered Iran as a strategicaUy' 
iaqx>rtant countiy and, therefore, 
it was in America’s interest to start 
a dialc^^ wiA Aat country and 
off^ n a token of goodwill 
rqnesented in amis sh^meats. 

“What seemed as astonishmg at 
a first instance was dearly 
explicable later when we asked 
ourselves in total frankness; why 
Ae U.S. administration did not 
see in Iraq for instance a 
stratqgjcaUy iaqwrtant counby, 
and why did it not consider as 
inqxirtant the Arab countries in 
the Gulf region whose ofl is 
threatoed by Iran’s expansionist 
designs? 

“Why did not the American 
admmistration take into account 
*Ae strategic i inp o i l an ce of Ae 
Arab Wotid as a whole? 

“The answer is siaq>le: It is 
because of the differences among 
the Arabs that render them weak, 
(fisint^irated and insigaificanL 

“It is Ae conflicting attitudes of 
Ae different Arab states that 
caused spUts and cracks in tire 
Arab stand and created a vacuum 
whidi tenmted external forces to 
strive hara to fill 


“It is not surprising therefore 
Aat the U.S. administration 
overiooked Ae inqxirt an i Arab 
Nation... Nor is it surprising to see 
world countries, b^ and small, 
from tire East and Ae West, 
bastening to sell arms to Iran 
widiout givmg any regard to their 
interests in Ae .Arab region. 

"In Ae occupied Palestinian 
land, we have lately witnessed a 
living model of state terrorism 
wiA Ae unleariiing of religious 
groups and extremist Israeli gangs 
which wreaked havoc in Arab 
Jerusalem and its Arab districts, 
intimidating its citizens and 
assaulting Arab people aod 
causing damage to Aeir property 
wfth Ae sole intention of forcing 
Aem to evacuate their homeland. 
The organised teirorist operation 
continued unabated for 20 whole 
days, and when Ae Arab voices 
were raised in protest, IsraeU 
troops recoded wiA bullets. 
kOling and injuring innocent 
people. 

“ Un A a complaint was lodged 
wiA Ae United Nations Secunty 
Council we did not hear of any 
initiative by any of Aose wbo Aed 
ciocodUe tears over human rights 
and voicing concern over 
protecting people from terrorism; 
nor have we heard any pressure 
being exerted againsi Ae Israeli 
occupation auAoritiesor voices of 
condemnation... which we are 
used to hearing whenever a single 
act of terrorism is oommiited in 
Aeir own countries. 

"The reason for all Ais ties 
simply in Ae fact Aat we are all 
disintegrated and weak and we are 
finding pretexts and justifications 
mamtaining this situation 
rather than bringing about 
hannony and agreement among 
us. 

“Wbatis happening in Lebanon 
today bears sufficient ioAcaiions 
of all Ais. 


"In whose interest does Ais 
fighting ^ on. and why do 
innocent victims fall? Is it not time 
for an awakeomg or has Ae time 
notyetcomeforan understanAng 
and dialogue for the sake of 
safeguarding human life? 

"The whole Arab Order is now 
Areatened, and if Ais order 
collapses no-one will be safe from 
direct danger whatever their 
inAvidual power might be. We 
should take heed of Ae danger 
threatening us all. aod must try to 
redress the situation and 
safeguard Arab solidariQp which 
can safeguard Arab identity and 
the Arab Order. 

‘‘Joint Arab action provides the 
necessary framework that can 
protect the principles of Ae Arab 
Order, and if this order collapses 
no mAvidual Arab countiy wiU be 
safe from danger and from the 
vindictive and hostile forces lying 
in wait for us alL 

‘‘What should be quite clear to 
all is the fact that our dignity and 
our identity are now being 
exposed, and our Arab Order is 
the target of our common 
enemies, and Aat we cannot 
protect our nation wiAout a 
genuine form of solidarity. 

"We therefore appeal to Arab 
leaders to rise above the Icv-el of 
differences and respond to caifa 
for bolding an Arab summit 
meeting as soon as possible to 
Ascuss Ae Arab situation as a 
whole. 

"At the same time I appeal to all 
Arabs to he fully aware of and on 
alert, and I call on Ae Jordanian 
Armed Forces to remain ready for 
confronting any eventuality and 
quite ready to fulfil Ae <^1 of 
duty."

from conmiitting further crimes in the occupied tertitoiies, and so 
they went ahead and killed two more Palestinian yout^. Naturally 
tbow in the West that brag about their strong and firm stand against 
terrorism have done nothing to eno this tragedy, and the irin««g of 
innocent people. Had the two youths been Israeijs, there would have 
been a world wide outcry, ortoestrated, of course, ^certain Western 
countries that condone Isiaefs actions. Tbe Arabs are silent as th^ 
watch tiieir kinsmen being slain everyday at tbe hands of the Zionists, 
and the Western countries are also.sUent because they condone 
Israefs actions. Therefore, we should not expect the Pal^tmians to 
remain missive, and no one is to blame them for committing any 
action whatever its consequences might be. Also we should not 
expect to appease the Palestinians in the future or win their tevourl^ 
words of praise al<»e. What the Arabs should do now is to extend 
meaningful help to the Palestinians and to their heroic stand in 
face of the Zionist oppressors. 


Al Dustour: Fresh hopes for peace 


THE United Nations Security Council has met to re-examine 
prospects for peace in the Gulf and for ending the Iran-Iraq warthat 
has been ggii^ oa for more than six years. Todate neither the United 
Nations nor various regional or intemational organisations have 
been able to put an end to the bloodshed, largely due to Iraifs 
intransigeoce and its refusal to accept peaceful solutions. For its part, 
Iraq continues to call for negotiations to end the conflict, weD 
confident of its superiority in the battlefield and realising the 
importance of peace for the whole Gulf region. The call for a Security 
Council meeting to re-examine the whole issue comes at a time when 
the Iranimis are continuing to issue toreats gainst the Arab states of 
the Gulfpursuing war prepaxations'for a fresh offensive against Iraqi 
territory. The United Nations remains the hope for all nations for tte 
atoievemen t of peace around the worid, tbe U.N. secretary general is 
to be commended for hb role in such endeavours and his serious 
efforts aimed at ending the Gulf war. We hope that the Security 
Council will entrust the secretary general to embark on a new 
endeavour that would result in the establishment of stability and 
peace, and we hope that major powers will stop fuelling toe conflict 
with more weapons that bring disaster and tragedy to toe people of 
the Middle East.

rr is becoming clearer every day that the I ranian regime is bent on 
expanding its war to include Arab countries, other toan Iraq a^ 
involve others in the (»-go^ tr^edy being enacted in the Gulf. One 
can deariy see this in view of ^ T^ran reginie's continued 
disFegard to United Nations resolutions on ending the war, and its 
scoffing at mediation bids 1^ various oiganisatums. Beiag unable to

NATO meeting marks new phase in disarmament efforts

BRUSSELS — After the foflure 
of small-scale arms control efibrts.

This week ' NATO foreign 
nunisteis deckled in Brussels to go 
for conventional force cuts over a 
much wider area than previously 
envisaged, a proposal strikin^y 
similar to one ^ready launched by 
tbe Warsaw pact.

The new approach began with 
toe Reykjavik summit in October, 
whra UJ5. and Soviet leaders 
mapped out, but foiled formally to 
agree on, large-scale cuts in their 
nuclear arsenals. 

There has been general 
acceptance that Reykjavik 
opened real prospects of a 
move towards a less nudear world 


after the strategic arms treaties of 
toe 1970s whidt, their critics say, 
merely l^rtimised the arms race. 

NATO admits that the impetus 
has been coming from the Soviet 
Union under its dynamic new 
leader MlkhaQ Gorbachev, whose 
to power in March 1985 
followed years of ttagnation in 
Soviet policy. 

He has flooded the West widi 
disannament proposals over the 
past year.

South African government and foes in deadlock

JOHANNESBURG, South 
Africa — Bolstered by the state of 
emergency imposed six months 
ago, the South African 
government has braked an 
unprecedented surge by the 
anti-q)artheid c^tposrtion w ithin 
the country. 

Opposition groups 
acknowledge they have suffered 
serious sefoacks and have been 
left in partial disarray , but th^ say 
they have not been ^toolly stifled. 

At toe same time, the costs have 
been high for President P.W. 
Botha.’s National Party 
government. It has had to absorb a 
series of puniriixDg foreign blows 
in the form of sanctions, 
(fismyestment and isolation; tiie 
eoooibn^ toows little sign of 
emetgmg from deep recession. 

The United Oemocratie Front 
coafition and other opposition 
groups say that while they have 
been forced into a sharp 
slowdown, they still have 
managed to form street 
committees in black townships 
and to use that organisational 
strength to wage rent boycotts and 
other acts of resistance. 

The emergency de^tions of an 
estimated 20J)00 activists has 
been particular^ painfril to toe 
anti-^>artheid movement, after 
years of advances that met fitfie 
effective req^mse. 

The security measures that 
came with the state of emergency 
have sharply curbed tiie daily 
violoice mat has left more than 
2,100 people dead since 
September 1984. Reported 
deaths fell from more than 2 OO in 
May to rirout 15 in October. 

Yet Botha riiows no sign of 
using tiiis breathing space on the. 
securitir front to press ahead wito 
race reforms, aud to address what 
his critics say is the root cause of 
the unrest — toe lack of rights for 
the black majori^. 

‘‘For the moment, the nam e of 
the game is not reform. If s a time 
for consolidation, for taking 
stock,” said Professor - Sanqne 
'Terr^aiiche, a liberal Afrikaner 
economist at toe University of 
Stellenbosch. - 


He said toe U.S. economic 
sanctions of early October — 
which he called “extremely 
counterproductive" — had 
stifieued the govemmenPsresolve 
because of “toe p^riiology of toe 
Afrikaner, the ufrole folklore, the 
iiDwilfingness to be pressured.” 
“All kinds of messages are 
being sent to Pretoria," 
Therreblandie said. “Now it 
seems the governeut wants to send 


a memage to the outside world.

A major .oppositiou success 
during .the emergency is the 
widespread rent boycott, 
engulfing some millions of 
residents in mote tiian so blade 
towntoqts.

boycott of white-owned stores and 
other programmes. 

But the seizure of thousands of 
local civic association activists has 
in some places cut the heart out of 
the groups. 

“For the goverament's- 
exponents, this (crackdown) gapv» 
two years two early,” Vale sgid, 
meaning that wito more time their 
momentum might have become 
unstoppable.

Film star says Arab states need more freedom

CAIRO — Syrian actor-direcEor 
Dourade Lahham, a long-time 
canqiaigner for Arab unity, says 
Aj^ countries lack freedom and 
should relax controls. 

“Freedom in the Arab World is 
narrow. Complete freedom is not 
found in a single Arab state," he 
told Reuters in an interview 
during the 10th Cairo 
international film festival. 

“Hiere are restrictions and 
limits to thinking and personal 
freedom ... we call for more 
(freedom),” he said. 

Lahham, known for political 
satire of Arab disputes and 
government red tap>e, insists he is 
not a poEtidan and bu no poUtical 
affiliations. “I am an Ard>ist,'' he 
says. 

“For 20 years I have been 
standing on stage and screaming 
out what I befieve ... If we cannot 


achieve it, maybe the next 
generation wEL** 

The 32-year-old actor-director 
is here to actmid the festival 
screening of his latest film with a 
political message, “The Report,” 
premiered recently in Damascus. 

“Maybe 'The Report* is not a 
new idea ... What 1 am trying to 
"say was said before, but the 
pi^lems around us have not 
Ranged since 1 was a child," 
I Jihhafn said. 

The film calls on Third Worid 
countries, and especially Arab 
states, to produce as much as they 
consume “in order to own their 
destiny.” 

Lahham, who has starred in 20 
films and four plays, says the 
East- WestconfEct is“like a soccer 
game played on our lands, and our 
mteresogetburiedunderthe feet 
of that conflict.’* 

Id “The Report." he portrays 
the cooffict that way — on a 
ficx>d)^ field. The setting is not 


specified. “It can be any Third 
World state,” be said. 

At. the' festival’s openiug 
ceremony last Monday, Lahham 
won a roar of applause despite 
political differences between 
Cairo and Damascus. Like most 
Arab countries, Syria broke off 
relations after ^}pt*s 1979 peace 
treaty with Israel. 

He attributes his good reception 
to popular backing for the ideas he 
deals widi in hb films, including 
Arab unity. 

“They believe in what 1 am 
trying to say, not because I am a 
good actor. A political decision 
cannot melt the love and unity 
between the Arab people.” 

Lahham said a group of Arab 
artists met in Damascus last 
month and agreed to form the first 
Arab artists union to be based in 
Cairo.

HEPATTnS B is an insidious 
viral disease.

Until recently, it was thought 
that hepatitis B was transmitted 
only contaminated blood, 
serum or plasma eatering tiie 
body. But we now know that the 
virus can also be transmitted by 
other body fluMs guefa as saliva, 
mucus, semen and vaginal 
secretions. Infected blood, 
however, is still die most common 
means of transmissic«. 

The disesse can be caught in a 
variety of ways. In Asia, for 
example, (he disease is frequently 
transmitted from mfected modiers 
to infants widun bouts or d^ of 
birdi, whereas in Africa, the 
disease is most often ^lead from 
one young drOd to another, 
acoountiog for the hi gh incidence 
of the tSs^se in many developing 
ooimfries., 

fh deVelb^6d'. 6ouhtrieSv 
however, i^ectioo takes place 
tnudbi later in life. Anyone in 
regular contact with blood or 
other body fluids such as medical 
and dental healthcare 
professionals, hemodialysis 
patients, bemoiriuliac patients, 
blood bank personnel, Itfooratoiy 
technicians, police and rescue 
teams, institutionaBsed patients 
and st^ are all potentially at risk 
and dieie is a h^er incidence of 
the disease in these groiqis die 
population. 

Attacks of hepatitis B are 
usually divided into two 
categories, both of which are 
serious. 

'In the acute attadc, the virus 
multiplies in the liver for anything 
from one to she months (with au 
average of three). 

The eariy stages of the disease 
often resemble influenza and the 
acute phase develops in stages 
which may vary from quite mild to 


severe. In a few cases, it will be 
fataL 

Sufferers of acute hepatitis B 
usually recover. It is a slow 
process, often requiring many 
weeks m ho^ital followed 
mondis of rest and reoq)eratioa 
before normal life and work can 
be resumed. 

In geneial the more severe the 
attadc of h^titis B, the better the 
patient’s {^gnosis for coo^Iete 
•recovery (assuming the disease 
does not take a mlminant fatal 
course). This is because durit^ tiie 
course of tiie efisease, the patieuf s 
immune system GO mes mv> action, 
piodudng antibodies to combat 
the disease. 

This immune response plays a 
critka] role in the course of the 
disease. An adec^uate imm une 
response, will eBmaiate the rims 
and provide the subject with 
long-lasting (and probably 
life4oo|) immuni^. • ■ 

An inadequate immune 
response, however, will aBbw : 
continued viral replication in tiie 
liver. This mt^es the subject a 
carrier of the virus, capable 
of infecting others, and running 
the risk' developing chronic 
hepatitis B, cirrhosis and liver 
cancer later in life. 

fh mnie hepatitis B is tn 
It is usualN a^aptomatic, so the 
victims feel no pam or discomfort. 
Most do not even know they 
harbour the virus until the dSsease 

of symptomless dironic hepatitis 
B are 270 times more Sk^y to 
develop liver cancer than 
non -carriers. 

The inadious nature of the 
disease means medical 
professionals encounter mudi 
more hepatitis than they recognise 
and dlieir otposuce to tnfectkm is 
many times higher than they 
reaBro — A Smitfa-Kfine press 
rdease. • 


Doctors find new ways to attack chronic pain

WASHINGTON - A 
30-year-old man, left with three 
fractured vertebrae by an 
on-ifae-job accident, is plagued by 
shooting pains in his and 
shoulders so intense he cannot 
stand upr^t. Rapidly growing 
tolerant of pain kilim, he remains 
jobless and housebound, able to 
look forward only to a fi& of 
chronic pain. But a new tedmique 
called deep brain stimulatioo 
suddenly ends the pain for die iSrst 
time in years, permitting the 
patient to return to woik and a 
normal Itfe. 

This is one example of the 
dramatic sucoessbrou^t about ^ 
new treatments for duonic pain 
developed in recent years, 
primarily as a result of baric 
discoveries of ‘ how the body 
perceives and re^nds to pam. 

“We've seen major 
breaktinou^s in the last few- 
years in- pam epndoL” said Or. - 
AUrii Basbaum,"‘pfofessor of 
aiatooc^ and pt^mlp|QF at the 
Unjverriiy of C^oniii at San 
Frimdsoo. “ V^tbih the last dc^e 
scieDtisIs, some witii no direct 
interest in pam, have made basic 
discoveries that have 
.revolutionised (he treatment of 

p^.” 

These new treatments cover a 
wide range of approaches, 
Ba^aum said, from d^ brain 
stimulation and nerve stimulation 
by electrodes placed on die skte, 
to nervous system Mockers, pain 
IdUers derived from hot peppers, 
and syndietic drugs similar to the 
body’s own pain Idller. They also 
have led to more refined use of 
establisbed pain IdDers such as 
moiphine. 

Oe^ brain stimulatk» as a 
pain-control technique was 
(tiemeered by neurosuigeons at 
the University of CaBfomia and 
elsewhere. Researdiers woik^ 
with rate disoovered diatelectrical 
stimulation of oenain areas of die 


brain would provide pain reBef. 

Itwasleanied thatnerve cells in 
the spinal cord receive pain 
information from sensory 
recqitors diioughout the body. 
Those cells send a sgnal to the 
thalamus, a sensoiy centre in the 
brain, «4iicfa transfm the s^al k> 
the con sdous level via the cerebral 
cortex. It was later learned that 
one area of die brain, a gray region 
located in the midbrain, is where 
the body’s natural pain killeis, 
called endorphins, are released u> 
dminish. the pain message by 
binding to spmal-cord receptor 
sites involved in pain perception. 

Oeq) bram stiixuilaticm was fust 
tried on humans in 1973, wheo 
doctors discovered that electrodes 
inplanted in the brain could 
terminate the kind of pain 
experieooed hy cancer patients 
and people suffering from spinal 
injuries. Until tfieo.and even now, 
the q^ical treatment was suigeiy 
to cut (he nerves causmg local 
pain, and even to sever nerve 
tracte in thermal cord and brain. 
Ctocip^ the benefits of 

su^ riugery,' while pfovidlbg . 
immediate prim relief^ rarely last 
more than six moodis to a yw. 

Dr. Yoshio Hosobuchi, a 
neurosargeon at the Univerriiy of 
Cafifomia and one of the piooeeis 
of deep brain stimulatiiMi, reports 
that the technique provides 
ioog-tenn pain control i^ely and 
wiro few side effects. 

The . procedure involves 
msertinga tiny platinum electro^ 
rix>ut six centimetres into tiie 
brain . A wire then runs under the 
skin down to the upper diest 
where it is attadied to a radio 
receiver. The receiver is activated 
by a small radio transmitter 
carried by the patient, wbo 
stimulates the electrode about 
four times a d(^ to keq> the pain 
from returning. 

Rariiaum aiifi that ever shice 
doctors discovered that deqibrain 
stimulation activates the 
eodoqAin system, reJeasiqg the 
body's “nateral opiates,” other 


pain treatments have been found 
K> work through the same ^tem. 
One of tiie most dramatic fmdings 
came in 1978 when doctors 
discovered that the mysterious 
effectiveness of placebos (fake 
medications, sudi as sugar pxUs) is 
due to tiieir activation of tiie 
eodoipbin system. 

“Placebos really woik, and 
evidence shows that the more 
severe tiie injuiy and the more 
intense the pain, the more 
sttscq^tible it is to placebos,” 
Basbaum said. “This doesn’t 
mean the pain isn't real — it is. 
Placebos are proof that powerful 
isychoiosical factors can 


lueooe pam. 

The power of the nund in 
reducing pain is demonstrated 
the effect of lamaTu- exerdses in 
dramatical^ reducing the pain of 
childbirth. Basbaum said. 
Narcotics won't couirol the pain, 
but concentration and the 
distraction of rhydimk: 
breathing may. Chinese 
aoqiuacture -also ' may work 
activating eDdoiphio6i>'>' •* ' 

Bariraumsaid mtensivb study dT 
bow opiates and endorphins work 
has revealed three separate 
recqitors in the ^inal cord for 
endorphins. Opiates such as 
morphine mimic endorphins and 
biod to these receptors to deaden 
pain. The discov^ has set the 
stage for diemical modification of 
some of the body’s natural 
.opiates, leading to the ^tiieris of 
drugs that show promise as p^ 
killar s without the many side 
effects of opiate dngs. 

Biofeeaback and TENS 
(transcutaneous elecorical nerve 
stimulation), once considered 
“fringe” metiiods of treatment, 
have earned respectable places m 
medical efforts to conquer pain. 
TENS, a method used routinely m 
some hospitals to relieve 
postoperative pain, is a tedmique 
for inhSiitmg nerves that transmit 
pain. Electrodes are applied to the 
ricin to stimulate nerves under tbe 
skin, relieving pain in the same 


way that ice and massage would. 

According to Dr. John Bonica, 
considered a founding father of 
the science of pain relief, TENS 
provides significant short-tern) 
reBef for 65 to 80 per cent of 
patients and long-term relief for 
30 to 35 per cent. 

Biofeedback, in which 
electronic devices are used to 
teach patients to relieve tension, 
has proved helpful fora numberof 
aflments such as high blood 
pressure, irregular heartbeat and 
migtaine headaches. Now there is 
hope that dirooic pain may 
someday be oontroU^ by the 
tedmique. 

Doctors are also experimeating 
with the analgesic properties of 
the diiU pei^r and paprika, 
vtiiidi contain a substance called 
capsaicin that can deaden pain. It 
af^Muently woiks 1^ destroyrng a 
(^cqucbI neurotransmitter caDed 
substance P, which exacerbates 
pain after an injury. New drugs to 
block the action of substance Pare 
beo^ developed, and doccors 
believe that capsaicin may 
evc^nially prove useful in treating 
ardtritis. 

Basbaum said another 
development in the past 10 ye^ 
has been (he switdh from giring 
narcotics orally or intravenously 
so they affect the whole body to 
the use of relatively small doses 
injected directly into tiie spinal 
cord. Spinal injectioas, now used 
widely to relieve cancer and 
postoperative pain, block pain 
widi only minimal risk of side 
effects such as paralysis or 
re^iratory depresrion. 

exan^le, Barimum said, 
five years a^ women typically 
remained in bed for several days 
after a cesarian section, 
recovering from the efftets of 
anaesthesia and experiencing 
significant postoperative pain.

Psychedelia returhs to London In clean-cut 80s style

LONDON — Every Monday 
night hundreds of people in 
leatiier trousers and patchwork 
jackets descend on London's 
Alice in Wonderiand dub to unzip 
their minds in musical ecstaqr, 
reriviog an era most were too 
young to see. 

Ps^hedelia is back — in 
clean-cut 80s style. 

Dxi^ are out, love is not 
and tiie music is based as much on 
the afficessioa of 70s punk as on 
tbe 6w hqipy era. 

*‘But I can’t deny that our roots 
are in (he 60s” says kmg-haired 
entrepreneur and one-time 
fan e™ diziector, Christiaa Paris, 
vdio started tbe new movement. 

Paris went from art sdiool to 
spend fonr years embalnimg 
bodies in a fimeral parionr. It was 


there, he says, that he decided to 
create a new musical style 
combining punk, 60s psychedelia 
and other lock-and-ion strands. 

“The 60s children had a very 
naive approach. Their brains got 
fried thmnrii ovei^indalgBace,” 
he says, zoning to tiie era of 
drug-induced visions. 

Paris, “a young 27,” started the 
club three years ago to give new 
young bands a to create a 

revamped “psycheddic ” sound. 

His Ihiie empire has grown, 
with a clnb estabfisbed in 

New York and a fashion shop in 
London’sstyBsh PortobeUo Road, 
whidi exports dotiies to 

Japan and the United States. 

Paris manages a Tock group 

— Doctor and tbe Metfics 
which readied the top of the 
British pop diarts this year 
and made the hit parades in 
several other countries. 


A number of otiier bands have 
taken the lead from the 
psydiedelic “Doctor” and are 
lending on the door of die hi^y 
competitive commercial rock 
scene. Many have fantaarieal 
names, like the TAdiac hfindwazp 
and Gwyllym and the Ra^bezyy 
Flavour^ CaL 

Paris took the name of his dub 
from a well-known Victorian 
difidren’s story, Lewis CaxrolTs 
“AEce in Wonderland,” whidi 
follows a dukTs adveutures in a 
fontavf world of mad hatters, 
lablrits and playing-caid 

figures. 

“Escapism — thafs what we 
need more of,” he says, sitting in 
his pokey, muple-painted office at 
the back of his shop.

his all night musical parties 
called mystery trqis. 

“I to^ tiie idea from the 
Beaded magical mystery tours. 
We tell hundreds of people io 
meet at Hyde Park ^ central 
London) and then send them off 
on a fleet of buses to a destination 
known only to -myself and the 
drivers,” he says. 

He has organised four trips in 
Bxitian so far and plans to take the 
idea fo California and the UB. 
east coast next year. 

For his last tr^, to a resort on 
tbe English coast, he charged eadi 
partiepant five sterfing (^7 ) for 
an ovemi^t festival that indud^ 
several rock groups, a string 
quartet and a faumr show.

A tip to the Alice dob, in 
London's sleazy Dean Street 
bears this out. 

Streams of youngsters, mostly 
between 18 and 25, smile sweetly 
to plead entry tern a burly 
bouncer. Inside, a new generation 
of punks with studioasly azrai^ed 
peroxide hair and eloth^ studded 
with safeQr pins and z^, dance 
shoulder to shoulder with friends 
in 60s-sQrle pa^woik Denim 
jackets and ragged hairstyles fo 
match. 

“There’s no aggreaskm here, 
unlik e New Yoric where you 
constantly get hassle,” Paris 
shoots over the noise of a 
tangerine dream song. “Over 
there itseems like all the dubs are 
run by big-time drug dealen.’* 

On this ni^t there wasn’t the 


slightest sniff of marijuana or 
evmence of LS D, staple diet of the 
60s flower childiea. Paris harmed 
drugs at bis dub fearing it would 
be raided by poBce. 

His politics seems quite 
different from his predecessors. 

Ever since the 60s, hippies have 
been associated with disarmament 
groups and other protests. Most 
recently in Britain they got on the 
wrong side of tbe law when trying 
to camp out near the ancieat 
Stonehenge monument io 
southern En^and for tiieir annual 
mid-summer festival. 

In contrast, Paris says he has a 
sneaking respect for British 
busmessman Ridiard Branson, 
wbo turned his Virgin Records 
conpany into a multi-tmlfioa 
dollar eatertaiaments 
conglomerate and who is cited by 
free marketeers as a model of a 
suKessful young executive.

Famed pulpit of Saiadin 
to be rebuilt for Ai Aqsa

AM.MAN — Jordan is seeking 
pan-jslaniic help and S2 million lo 
replace a pulpit which the Muslim 
hero Saiadin erected in 
Jerusalem’s Al Aqsa Mosque to 
commemoTaie his 12th ceniur>- 
victoiy over Christian crusaders. 

The 800-year-old original was 
destroyed in a fire by a Jew 
described by Israelis as 
“mentally-disturbed** in 1969. 

The replacement will be 
painstakingly constructed from 
more chan 5,000 pieces of ebony 
and cedar wood — without using 
glue or nails — and decorated with 
Koranic verses and geometric and 
floral designs inlaid wiih silver, 
Ivory, and roother-of-peail. 

“We need money and technical 
aid from the Islamic world," said 
Raif Nijem, a member of the 
government restoration 
oommittee for Al Aqsa and the 
Dome of tbe Rock mosques. 

“ We ourselves can do the work , 
but we want this to be regarded 
not as a Jordanian but as an 
Islamic enterprise,” he said. 

Master craftsmen from Egypt, 
Syria, Morocco. Turkey and 
P^istan are expected to take 
three years to build the ornate 
pulph which, like tbe original, will 
be six metres long, 1.2 metres 
wide and two metres high, with a 
two metre-hi^ canopy. 

The fire which destroyed the 
original also damaged the 
structure of the gold-domed Al 
Aqsa Mosque, Islam's holiest 
shrine after Mecca and Medina. 

The fire was started by an 


Australian, Michael Dennis 
Rohan, who was tried by an Israeli 
court and committed to a 
psychiatric institutfon. He was 
later transferred to a similar 
institution in .Australia. 

The arson enraged the Islamic 
World and led directly lo the 
creation of the 46-member 
Islamic Conference Organisation 
( ICO), based in Saudi Arabia, one 
of whose aims is to consolidate 
cooperation among member 
states in economic, cultural, social 
and scientific fields. 

.Muslims believe the Prophet 
.Mohammed began his journey to 
heaven from .-M Aqsa. As part of 
east Jerusalem, the mosque was 
under Arab jurisdiction until 
1967, when the area was occupied 
by Isml. 

Nijem. a civU engineer and 
formercabinei minister.said work 
would begin on the replica 
pulpit as soon as Turkey, 
Pakistan, and Egy'pt nominated 
ministerial represratatives to a 
super\’isory committee formed by 
Jordan. 

Tbe committee will raise funds 
for the project and choose a 
construction site. A likely spot is a 
nearby Islamic Orphanage which 
has woritshop fa^ities. Nijem 
said. 

The project will complete 
restoration work whidi Jordan has 
already carried out at Al Aqsa at a 
cost of 2.5 million dinars (S7 
million), including 750, DUO 
donated by the ICO. 

Nijem said the government will 
shortly start a two-mUIion dinar 
(S6 millioa)restoranon project on 
the adjoinmg Dome of the Rock. 


Filipino guerrilla leader 
has Rphin Hood image

BACOLOD, Philippines — Tbe 
price on Nemesio Dimafiles’ bead 
is 150,000 pesos (S7B00) — and 
both be and the milita^ think 
tha^s fair for the man known as 
the Robin Hood of the rebels. 

Dimafiles, 37, a former student 
activist. Communist Party 
propagandist and organiser of tbe 
rebel New People’s Army (NPA), 
has become a local legend as well 
asa bunted man. Even bis wife has 
a price on her bead — 80,000 
($4,000). 

Known as“Kumander Iko,” he 
is the brains and muscle behind 
the Communist rebel movement 
in the central island of Negros, 
where the peasants call him 
“Robin Hood” fortaking from the 
ridi to help the poor. 

When government and rebel 
negotiators agreed a 60-day 
ceasefire in the 17-year guerrilia 
war on Wednesday, Dim^es 
made his first pubBc appearaitce in 
16 years. 

Hearting the ceasefirc parade in 
Ibis provincial capital, he was 
showered with confetti and 
embraced by adoring women. 

“1 never expected the people to 
react that way. Maybe our work is 
paying off,” be told Reuters. 

“I know deprivation. 1 know the 
sufferings of the poor. I have 
always cherished tbe dream that I 
will fight tbe injustices in our 
society and raise the poor to a 
level where they can be equal with 
the rich,” he said. 

Dimafiles, a short man with an 
intense, black-eyed stare, is now 
one of the four Communist 
leaders on a joint committee with 
government representatives to 
monitor the ceasefire in Negros. 

“ We foresee a protracted war. 
A ceasefire is not the solution to 
OUT problems. It is just a cessation 
of bostiUties," he said. 

“It will however, give us the- 
opportuni^ to prove our sincerity 
and (fiscuss wife the government 


our pioblems." 

Negros island was once the 
wealUiy sugar bowl of the 
Philippines. But its prosperity 
vanii^ed as the price of sugar in 
the world market collapsed. 
Thousands lost their jobs and the 
island became one of the country’s 
most depressed areas. 

Dimafiles says he supports the 
government of President Corazon 
Aquino, but "many things have to 
be ironed out between us and the 
military.” 

*'We believe we have a just 
cause and the morale of our forces 
is h igfa . The military failed to crush 
our movement when it was still 
weak. There is enough reason to 
believe they cannot do it now." he 
said. 

Dimafiles, a college dropout 
whose military training amounts 
to a few >’ears as a reserve officer 
cadet and a drummer in the school 
band, is believed to command 
1,000 armed regulars and 5,000 
part-tune guerrillas. 

He is a man known for his great 
courage in battle although he 
declined to answer when asked 
how many people he bad killed. 

“It was all defensK'e battles. I 
had a lot of experience in that. But 
lately 1 have become more of an 
administrative officer than a 
filter,” he said. 

He saki the last major battle was 
in July when the military used 
artille^, helicopter gunships and 
several hundredssoldiers to attack 
the rebels* main camp in southern 
Negros. Dimafiles said 30 soldiers 
and one rebel were killed. 

He said he and his men lived 
and worked with the villagers to 
earn their acceptance. “leven had 
to take off my shoes because 
people in the barangays (villages) 
are barefooted. We had to learn to 
integrate ourselves with the 
masses. 

“Now when people say we are 
Commuobts. the villagers say they 
don't care — because ‘they are 
good men*.”
